Requiem High Mass Is 
Sung in Catholic 
Church at Mc­ 
Sherrystown. 


PHYSICIAN DIED 
MONDAY EVENING 


Dr. George L. Rice, of McSherrys­ 
town, who died 
Monday evening, 
was laid to rest Thursday morning 
In St 
Mary's Catholic cemetery, 
McSherrystown. A solemn requiem 
mass was celebrated in St. Mary’s 
church at 9 o’clock. 
The hig es­ 
teem in which the deceased was 
held by those he served for more 
than three score years was attested 
by the many who gathered to pay 
their final tribute. 
Several hundred persons, repre­ 
senting all walks of life, assembled 
to hear the Rev. W. J. B. Weaver, 
Annville, pastor and a son of St. 
Mary's parish, deliver the sermon, 
In his eulogy, Father Weaver traced 
the life of Dr. Rice and told of 
the difficulties faced by physicians 
attending the sick before the turn 
of the century.

tribute to the aged physician, the 
priest also honored the memory of 
Dr.

Rice 
and 
the 
Rev. 
George L. Rice, deceased sons of 
Dr. Rice.

Father Weaver took the text of 
his sermon from Bt. Paul’s Epistle 
to the Hebrews: 
“It is appointed

Dr. Rice passed away on Monday 
evening at his home, Main street, 
McSherrystown, after an illness of 
two weeks.

A native of Baltimore, he had re­ 
dded in McSherrystown since 1877, 
practicing medicine 
until his re­ 
cent illness.

What is expected to be the largest mass meeting of Gettysburg clU- 
zens held here for many years will take place at 7 30 o’clock this evening 
In front of the fire engine house to secure a town-wide endorsement of 
the proposed Washington-Gettysburg memorial boulevard. 
Called solely In the Interest of the proposed new boulevard from 
Washington to Gettysburg to stimulate local interest in the project the 
Eignlflcance and Importance of the meeting has gripped local citizens who 
today were busily engaged in the hope of attracting the largest crowd of 
local citizens to assemble In many years. 
Members of the town council called an informal meeting early this 
morning to "get behind this splendid project.” 
BAND CONCERT AT 7 P. M. 
\ 
The first move was to announce a band concert In front of the fire 
engine house at seven o’clock, a half-hour before the opening of the 
meeting. East Middle street will be roped off at five o'clock this after 
noon to permit every citizen of Gettysburg—man, woman and child—to 
parUcipate In the mass meeting. 
Promptly at 7:30 o’clock the meeting will be called to order. 
The 
purpose of the meeting will be explained briefly, as follows: 
The new boulevard is slated to be built hi the near future from Wash­ 
ington to Gettysburg. 
Do Gettysburg citizens want this new highway 
constructed? Do they wish to demonstrate their Interest in the project 
by adopting a public resolution endorsing the move, pledging their co­ 
operation and calling upon President Roosevelt to allocate $8,000,000 of the 
works relief fund for the Immediate construction of the boulevard? 
PURPOSE OF MEETING 
This, In brief, Is the purpose of the meeting. 
It was explained this morning, by those sponsoring the move, that It 
is Important that every citizen of town be present so that the President of 
the United States and Congressman Haines can be advised that the en­ 
tire community is In accord with the proposed boulevard and that Its 
early construction Ls imperative. 
The meeting will not last more than half an hour, it was explained 
by leaders of the movement, but if every citizen Is present it will add con­ 
siderable prestige to the influehce a publicly-endorsed resolution will have 
on the President and the commission of thirteen men who will meet to 
discuss the boulevard question next Wednesday morning in the white 
house. 
HAINES MAY BE PRESENT 
I 
Over the long distance telephone this morning Congressman Haines ex­ 
pressed his approval of the mass meeting tonight and said he was anxious 
to learn the outcome. Mr. Haines said he was vitally interested in Hie 
early construction of the boulevard and is anxious to learn how many 
citizens of Gettysburg are interested in the venture. 
Mr. Haines said he has an appointment in York county this evening 
but that if it was possible for him to reach Gettysburg in time for the 
open-air mass meeting he will be here to speak briefly. 
A number of local business men spent most of the day calling their 
friends and urging them to attend the meeting tonight with their families 
and as many of their friends as Hiey could induce to attend.

Governor Earle 
Thursday night 
signed a series of bills establishing 
form budgets In counties. Gettys­ 
burg, third-class 
cities, boroughs, 
townships, second, third and fourth- 
class school 
districts (which 
in­ 
clude Adams county) are affected. 
The bills require the Department 
cf Internal Affairs to provide the 
political subdivisions annually with 
forms upon which budgets are to 
be prepared. 
Copies of 
budgets 
must be flied with the department. 
The measure covering the prep­ 
aration and adoption of school 
budgets requires a public hearing 
before the budgets are adopted. It 
directs that no work shall be done, 
no materials purchased or 
con­ 
tracts made by any school board 
which will cause the sums appro­ 
priated In the budget to be ex­ 
ceeded. 
School directors, however 
may make additional appropria­ 
tions to meet emergencies, provid­ 
ing funds Hierefor 
from unex­ 
pended 
balances, 
unappropriated 
revenue or from temporary loans. 
In addition to requiring the uni­ 
form budget, the measure amend­ 
ing the county code of 1929 re­ 
quires county auditors or controll­ 
ers to make and file a financial re- 
rort with the Department of In­ 
ternal Affairs. 
Other Bills Signed 
OUier bills signed by the gover- j 
nor Include those: 
Giving preference to officials of j 
the most populous borough as the 
first officials of a borough formed • 
by consolidation. 
Authorizing county commissioners j 
to refund license fees erroneously or ; 
inadvertent paid. 
Amending the second class town- j 
ship law to provide that road tax 
shall be used for general purposes, 
and making other changes to the 
law. 
Requiring county school superin­ 
tendents to assemble all teachers 
under Ins Jurisdiction for two days 
each year for training in the art of 
teaching. Such instruction was au­ 
thorized but not mandatory before. 
Making It Illegal to tlirow the 
beam of a spotlight or headlight at 
a deer, bear or elk. even though the 
rnimal be not actually shot at. 
Providing damages resulting from 
the opening of drains and ditches 
by the Highway Department be paid 
In the same maimer as property 
damages or road 
relocations are 
now paid.

Gettysburg w-as chosen for the 
annual convention of the South­ 
eastern Firemen’s association at a 
quarterly meeting in York, Thurs­ 
day evening. The annual meeting 
will be held Thursday afternoon and 
evening, October IO. 
More than 350 firemen from the 
seven counties In the association at­ 
tended the Thursday evening meet­ 
ing at the Royal engine house. F. V. 
Topper, McSherrystown, president 
of the association, presided. 
Mayor Harry B. Anstine, of York, 
gave the address of welcome, with 
Frank Dean, of Lancaster, making 
the response. 
Bill* Favor Firemen 
Millard M. Tawney, of Harrisburg, 
chairman of the law and legislative 
committee, reported that all bills of 
interest to firemen in Pennsylvania 
were passed by the legislature and 
signed by the governor. A number 
of objectionable bills were killed, he 
said, adding that fire companies will 
soon receive another one-third of 
the fund created by a tax on foreign 
fire insurance companies in the 
state. 
Gettysburg’s sliare of the 
fund will be $300. 
W. C. Taylor, of the engineering 
and service bureau of the Maryland 
casualty company. Baltimore, urged 
a campaign of safety for firemen, 
pointing out that while firemen are 
engaged In saving the life and prop­ 
erty of others, not enough attention 
Is given to safety for fire fighters. 
Jacob E. Weaver, former mayor of 
York and first president of the 
Southeastern association, recounted 
the early struggles of the organiza­ 
tion and emphasized the success it 
has now attained.

Thirteen new members were elect­ 
ed and the Shawnee fire company, 
of Columbia, and the Friendship fire 
company, of ML Wolf, were both 
admitted to membership In the as­ 
sociation. 
The financial

HOSE who have dared have been those who have ruled the world, built 
nations, constructed highways through the forests and deserts, and 
planted in the human breast hope eternal!

Machinist Builds 
$1,200 Telescope 


Oklahoma City (AP)—The largest 
reflecting telescope in Oklahoma 
stands in the back yard of A. H. 
Hearn, Oklahoma City machinist—a 
monument to his lifelong ambition 
to study astronomy, built despite 
the handicaps of earning a living 
for a family of six. 
With materials costing about $25, 
Hearn himself constructed the tele­ 
scope. a compound Gregorian type 
reflector with a 12Vi-inch primary 
mirror, accurate to one-quarter of a 
light fringe. 
Such an instrument 
would cost $1,200, he estimated. 
“It shows splendid definition of 
Saturn and its system of rings," said 
Hearn, “and even Neptune can be 
seen as a disc.” 
Hearn is firm in the belief other 
planets are inhabited.

Reports were heard in the capital 
th at Addis Ababa would be evacuat­ 
ed Immediately if hostilities should 
break out, through fear of Italian 
bombing planes. 
The emperor Thursday delivered 
his 
message 
before 
a 
packed 
audience of parliament members, 
soldiers and other citizens, who wept 
unrestrainedly as he asserted he 
would be among those “to spill all 
his blood for Independence.” 
Given Enthusiastic Reception 
Challenging Benito Mussolini and 
his land to respect Ethiopia’s inde­ 
pendence and territorial integrity, 
the emperor, nevertheless, looked 
the possibility of war squarely in the 
face and told the world Ethiopia 
was prepared to resist to the last 
man. 
He paraphrased Fascism’s famous 
“better to live one day as a lion than 
one hundred years as a lamb" when 
he told Ethiopians it is better to 
die free than to live without liberty. 
Boones of wild enthusiasm, both 
in the parliament, where he spoke, 
and in public squares outside, greet­ 
ed the emperor's fighting speech, in 
which he repeatedly invoked God’s 
help for the Ethiopian cause. 
Sounds Call to Battle 
While 
members of 
parliament. 
tribal chieftains and leaders of his 
army listened, the King of Kings 
and the Conquering Lion of Judah 
said: 
“God will be our fortress and 
shield and the modem armament of 
aggressors cannot deter our duty 
which is sacred for Ethiopian in­ 
dependence.” 
[ Associated Press Editor’s Note 
—The God upon whom he called 
is the God of Solomon and David, 
for Halle Selassie's dynasty claims 
direct descent from King Solo­ 
mon and the Queen of Sheba. 
Ethiopians are Coptic Christians.’

emperor did not order general mo­ 
bilisation of Ethiopia's fierce fight­ 
ing men, as had been expected, he 
sounded the call to approaching 
battle in vigorous tones, shouting:
